THE GEYSERS, Calif., Oct. 1 
(AP)—A power plant began op- 
erating yesterday on steam pro- 
duced naturally several hundred 
feet underground. 

The plant, which produces 
enough current to supply a city 
of 20.008 population, is owned by 
the Pacific Gas & Electric Co. 
Its output is fed into the utility 
company’s big power network. 

The *~ $1,750,000 geothermal 
plant is the first to be com- 
mercially owned. There are pub- 

owned geothermal plants in 
Italy, New Zealand and Russia.

Won’t Be Intermediary. 


Macmillan let it be known, 
‘both before and after his meet- 
‘ing with Khrushchev, that he 
‘had no intention of acting as an 
intermediary between Mr. Eisen- 
_hower and Khrushchev with a 
view to arranging a reunion be- 
tween them.- The Soviet and 
American leaders have not been 
on speaking terms since the 
breakdown of the Paris summit 
conference in May.

Perhaps the higher charges will somewhat 
reduce the demand on private educational .fa- 
cilities. Yet the schools as well as the stu- 
dents may suffer if too many of the latter are 
forced to go elsewhere, or perhaps to forego 
further education. It must be remembered 
that America’s private colleges and universi- 
ties do much to maintain the standard of our 
advanced schooling. Their influence is 
important. ) 

Many of those who no longer can afford 
their fees are turning to the state universities. 
This, however, merely shifts. a part of the 
burden from the private to the public purse. 
And many a legislature, reflecting protests 
against higher taxes, has been reluctant to 
vote enough money to enable state institu- 
tions to open their doors to many more stu- 
dents while at the same time improving facul- 
ties and facilities. 

Ours would be a happy country in a happy 
world if it were possible to devote to educa- 
tion what we now devote to armaments. With- 
out being so nearly Utopian, however, Ameri- 
cans should ask themselves—in the light of 
what they spend for entertainment, for luxur- 
ies, for automobiles, for liquor, for cigarettes 
and for gadgets of all kinds—whether they 
really cannot afford-more for higher educa- 
tion. Stiffer entrance requirements may be 
set—and stiffer requirements for a degree. 
That might oat reduce the number of 
students, and it would be all to the good since 
it would force some to take college more seri- 
ously than they do. But it will be a national 
as well as a personal loss if those who can 
profit by higher education are denied it by 
higher costs. 


Invitation to Leave 

The State Department’s advice to’ Ameri- 
cans in Cuba to send their dependents home 
is sensible advice which correspondé with 


_what most Americans had already concluded. 


One of the first victims of Castro extremism 
was the tourist business. American tourists 
early decided to stay away from Cuba, not 
because of actual danger there so»much as 
because of the Cuban leader’s vicious insults 
to the United States. In rec onths, how- 
ever, there have been two-score incidents of 
harassment of Americans by the Cuban po- 
lice, and the internal political situation is 
more and more unpredictable.

East even more. In this divided world, a. 


workable arrangement is most likely to be 
achieved through the United Nations. And 
even that is possible only with patience. 


Why the Delay on the B-70? 


The dillydallying .of the Defense Depart- 
ment over the B-70 bomber project is par- 
ticularly unreasonable in the light of the 
slowing of our intercontinental ballistic mis- 
sile program. The principal ICBM, Atlas, still 
requires the expert attention of swarms of 
scientists and technicians before it is test- 
fired. And the base program, several months 
behind schedule, is a serious matter.

has been batted about in the past two years” 


is a discredit to the Pentagon. First the plane 
was cut back so badly that a year of develop- 
ment time was lost. Now, after Congress 
more than doubled the amount the Admin- 
istration scheduled for rejuvenating the 
project, the extra funds are still frozen. The 
Administration seems content to have the 
B-70 developed simply as a winged power- 
plant and not as a complete weapons system 
with fire eontrol and communications in- 
cluded.

Justice Delayed 

Time was when the federal courts with 
their more limited jurisdiction were for the 
state courts examples of the prompt adminis- 
tration of justice.. That time, however, was 
long ago. Year after year the chief topic

States, representing all federal judges, has 
been the backlog of unheard cases and its 
implication that justice delayed is justice 
denied, : 

The conference has hit upon various means 
of easing the congestion. But.its chief recom- 
mendation in recent years, the creation of. 
more judgeships, has been ignored. by Con- 
gress. So Warren Olney HI, administrative 
officer of the federal courts, has been forced 


to report that. almost. 71,000 cases are backed 


up on the dockets. At the rate the courts now 
work, it would take them about a year to 
clear away this accumulation, provided no 


new cases were filed. Yet in the 1960 fiscal : 


year, which ended June 30, no less than 89,- 
701 cases were filed—466 more than were 
decided. The year’s addition to the pending 
cases was relatively small, but that is no 
consolation for the. thousands of litigants 
still waiting to be heard. 

On the average, it now takes about 18 
months for a case to come to trial. And the 
average is deceptive—as most averages are 
—since it takes much longer in such busy 
districts as New-York. This hardly accords 
with the constittitional guarantee of speedy 
justice. It implies the disappearance of wit- 
nesses, the weakening of memories, the loss 
of records and all the frustrations that make 
trial more difficult. In civil cases it may in- 
volve serious hardships for the aggrieved. A 
person who has been seriously injured, for 
example, may be forced to make a disad-.

The house, in an area zoned 
for two-family dwellings, is occu- 
pied by three families consisting 
of 21 persons, officials were told. 


Pregaldin said an inspection of 
the dwelling in July 1959 dis- 
closed one fgmily living on each 
of the threé floors in violation 
of the zoning code. The owner, 
who later sold the premises, was 
ordered to reduce occupancy to 
two families and to eliminate the 
third set of kitchen facilities.

Mrs. Caffey ran to the third 
floor and aroused the occupants, 
Mr. and Mrs. Bill Foote, then 
removed her four small children 
from the first floor and two of 
the Latchison children, Casey, 6, 
and Linda, 3. 

Mrs. Foote carried out another 
Latchison child, Terry, 2, and 
Foote started downstairs with 
Charles, but said the child some- 
how got away from him on a 
stair landing. Foote tried to re- 
turn for the child but was driven 
back by flames and had to es- 
cape by a first-floor window. 

Charles’s body was found on 
the landing and that of Sandera 
on a bed in the second-floor 
quarters. 

Two older Latchison children 
were in school as were four oth- 
er Caffey children when the fire 
broke out shortly after 1 p.m. 

Police said the fire apparently 
was caused by defective wiring.

A. Sir James Jeans, a great 
astronomer, said that there are 
“as many stars as there are 
grains of sand on all the beaghes 
of all the oceans on earth.” 

The stars in our own galaxy 
are numbered in the billions. 
When we think of the millions of 
other galaxies in the universe, 
we see that the total number of 
starg must be in the quadrillions, 
perhaps in the quintillions.
